Bonding of Employees 

The condition. in-which this was found 
called for a special report to the city 
which was submitted 
on October LU. Incorporated with the 
report is a schedule. showing those 
positions and employees whom it is 
considered should be placed under 
hond, together with recommendation 
covering the method of dealing with 
this in future. LT would direct atten- 
tion here to the fact that notwith- 
standing it was known in the month 
of May that irregularities existed in 
the telephone department, no prompt 
action appears to have been taken, and 
it was only during the current month 
the agents of the bonding = company 
were officially notified of the amount 
of the late vashie \ defaleations— 
$462.62, it being known in May that 
there were irregularities, a thorough 
examination should immediately have 
been made; the bonding company also 
showld have been promptly notified 
in order that they might have been 
placed in a position to protect the city 
and themselves, 

In the course of the audit of the aec- 
counts of the exhibitoin association, it 
was observed that the cost of bonding 
the officials of the assoclation had not 
been debited by the city to the asso- 
ciation. This was reported to the city 
commissioners under date 20th instant. 

In view of losses suffered by the 
city in the pust, it was considered ad- 
visible to-recummend to the city com- 
missioners that..the street car con- 
ductors be placed under bond, and this 
has since been done. 

Fire Insurance 


This was found to be in a condition 
the reverse of satisfactory and report- 
ed to the city commissioners, who, on 
the 10th instant, requested that. the 
audit department should deal with the 
matter, This is now being done, and 
a report covering all of the city’s fire 
insurance, together with recommenda- 
tions for the future management of 
same, will shortly be submitted, As 
showing the unsssisfactory manner in 
which this important matter has been 
dealt with in the past, the following 
are extracts from letters received from 
three of the departments: 

1. “It has been hard to secure much 
information on fire insurance.” 

2, “There fs no fire insurance on 
ony of the buildings that IT am aware 
of. 

&. “It is not possible to give you the 
value of our stock, or the percentage 
that should be insured until we take 
the inventory at the end of the year, 
The machinery, which I see is insured 
for $15,000.00, will take almost a week 
for us to dig up enough information so 
as to enable us to give you anything 
like an exact idea of the value of the 
same, as some of it was bought previ- 
ous to November 1912, although there 
‘as never an entry made under head of 
achinery and plant” previous to this 
date: also making a rough estimate 
of the value of the machines in our 
shops,,we cannot have more than $10,- 
000,00 worth altogether; where the 
amount. of $15,000,00 was taken from 
we have no idea, Regarding the boiler 
room and tinship, we have no way of 
telling the value of this building, as the 
vost Was not kept separate, but was 
included in the total cost of the work-

Accident Insurance 
The city up to the present has not 
carried any insurance against accident 
or accidental death, on any of its em- 
ployees, nor has any provision been 
made to protect the city against losses 
Which might arise under the work- 
men's compensation act, 1908. At- 
tention having been directed to this, @ 
report has been asked for, and the in- 
formation necessary to enable same to 
be submitted is now being received. 
Contract Register 
This book is intended 
an offical record of all 
and agreements entered — into 
the city, also of payment made or 
received on account of same, so that 
at all times there might be readily 
available accurate information in  re- 
vard to those. The “contract register” 
is all the more valuable and necessary 
in view of the fact that the city's ae- 
counting system does not include a 
ledger in which these payments can 
be entered, If written up to date, as 
It should be, this “contract: register 
Would, in the absence of such a ledger, 
wfford some protection against over: 
payments. This important book has, 
however, been kept in a most indif- 
ferent manner, and as a means of pro- 
tection of the city’s interests it is, in 
is present condition, almost worthless. 
Notwithstanding the faet that con- 
tracts and agreements entered in this 
hook represent hundreds of thousands 
of dollars there has practically been

Real Estate Register 


This books should contain complete 
records of all land transactions entered 
énto by the city, clearly show those 
properties owned, and the purpose for 
which they were purchased, together 
with such further information. as* muy 
Ihe necessary in each case, The neces- 
sity of its being accurately kept wiil 
commend — itself, The condition in 
which this book now is will be appar- 
ent when it is pointed out that having 
asked for a list of the city’s real estate 
on the 15th September, [ have up to 
this date been unable to obtain same. 
Tn this connection also, | made request 
on 17th September for a list ef the 
city’s rentable property, expecting, as 
T had a right to expect, that such 
would) be) promptly forthcoming, — I 
wrote again on 29th September, the 
2nd, 7th and 22nd October, and it was 
only on October 24th that a list was 
received. In as much as the letter 
which accompanied this list suggested 
that it might not: be. accurate, - the. 
matter was reported to the city com- 
missioners, who yave instructions to 
the audit department to take such 
steps as might be necesary to put the 
whole matter in proper shape and ‘to 
employ or direct such official as may 
be capable of carrying out the work 
setisfaetorily. Following these tnstruc- 
tions, a member of the audt staf was 
appointed to this special duty, and 
when his work is completed, a new 
“Real Estate Register’ will be written 
up and a report submitted to the 
elty commissioners. It will, however, 
be some considerable time before this 
can be accomplished, as -it will be 
necessary, in order that the work may 
be done thoroughly, to examine the 
assessor's rolls, minutes of council 
meetings, bylaws, departmental rec- 
ords, and, possibly, have search matic 
at the land titles office, 

As illustrating the lax methods 
which have been pursued with regard 
to keeping a record of the — city's 
property, the following is submitted: 

Attached to the agreement covering 
the extension of the street railway 0 
the Highlands, is a letter dated Nov- 
ember 1, 1911, in which there is an 
undertaking to deed to the city the 
corners of four lots abutting on a cer- 
tain intersection in connection with the 
street railway line. Notwithstanding 
the fact that this matter should bave 
been dealt with nigh two years ayo, 
lam informed on the 17th instant that 
no evidence has been found that a deed 
has been issued to the city, and that it 
might he well for me to make a search 
at the land titles oflice to ascertain the 
fact. The course which should have 
been pursued in a transaction of this 
nature was to promptly enter 
contract register a record of the un- 
dertaking, and make application — for 
the deed to the property when the city 
had completed its part of the agree- 
ment, 

With regard to the rentable proper- 
ty owned by the city, it is proposed, 
when a list of this has been completed, 
to deal with it in such a manner that 
there may be no possibility of it being 
neglected; accurate information also 
regarding it will then be available at 
all times, 

Inventories of Stock. 


Upon reference to the city’s Dalance 


sheet as at October 31, 1912, it will 
be observed that under Assets there 
appears: 


“Stores and loose tools to value of 
$431,880.16."

were delivered to the city commission- 
rs’ office, but enquiry there has failed 
to discover them, ~In some of the de~ 
partments, Gbpies of the original in- 
ventories are on file but for the pur- 
pose of the audit department these are 
of little value. z 

An examination of the inventory 
(copy) of the stores und works depart- 
ment, in-whieh goods valued at $274,- 
790.94 are entered, does not give as- 
; surance that the value of an inven- 
tory has been appreciated by those 
officials who uve had to deal with it. 
There js nothing in this inventory to 
show by whom it was taken, nor is 
there anything to indicate that the 
quantities of goods shown, and the 
yalnes of these, have been checked by | 
any responsible person.

GREAT BRITAIN 


Land Once Given Over to! 
Weeds: ‘Now Pays ‘Big 
Money in Tobacco Crop, 


On 30 acres of land-at Church Crook- | 
hain, liampshire, where a: few years azo} 
tho only things that flourished were this- 
Hes and rabbits, over a dozen men recently 
harvested the biggest crop of tobacco ever 
crown In England, The crep is the re- 
sult of the experiments which have been | 
carried on by Mr, Ald. Brandon, chairman | 
of the British Tobacco Growers’ society | 
who declares that tobacco growing in Eng! 
land has now passed the experimental 
Stage. 

As the Development Commission has se- 
cured a grant of £7,500 for five years to 
encourage the new Industry, it is evident 
that the authorities recognize its possi- 
bilities, A London Standard representa- 
tive, who was shown over the farm by Mr. 
Brandon, saw the process of cultivation, 
from the tiling of the Jand by dynamite 
to the fintshed. cigaretie, Last year from 
15 acres planted wilh tobacco 000 
pounds were reaped and put on the market, 
This year 24 acres were planted In Mareh, 
and the harvest is equally satisfactory, 
Some 250,000 plants were put on the 30 
acres, and plants were sent to 
other growers, There are 7,260 plants 
to every acre, and in one day eof nine 
hours two men and one’ boy can plant 
5,000 plants. The crop that was sown

] am in bigsh hopes of growing light to- 
bacco, Which can be produced witbout any- 
thing like the labor required for the other 
kinds. At present the most successful 
kind that we have here Is known a3 Blue 
Pryor,” 

Since last year xreat progress has been 
made In the industry, which was at one 
time a flourishing one In this country, 
Only in three other places in England and 
Wales is tobacco grown, and before 1910 
the growing of the plant was forbidden 
by law. Last year, however, the British 
Tobacco Growers’ association was formed 
and the Development Commission informe 
the society of the terms under which it 
would be allowed to continue the Industry, 
Briefly these terms are that all the tobacco 
crop is disposed of by the association, 
and any profit cut of the transaction {3 
banded over fo the  gerernment, The 
Krower gets a bonus of from £5 to £10 
per acre, aS the association determines, 
Most of the expense of cultivation ts cov- 
ered by the grant, The cost of growing 
tobacco is abont &50 per acre,

In Lower Canada there were burning questions connected with 
the administration of the affairs of the Province, which for some years had 
been in improper hands and independent of legislative check or control. | for you. 
Abuses grew as the Governor sereened delinquents from the consequences Of]  yLusic 
their misdeeds, sided with the dominant ruling party, and resorted to UNCON-|pors gid 
stitutional acts in making unauthorized disbursements from the treasury.
